London, Oct 3.—Rumania's stroke" 


egainst the Central powers in throw- 
ing a force across the Danube into 
Bulgaria is the outstanding feature 
in the current war news. Should this 
army prove to be of formidable size 
it will constitute a serious menace 
to Field Marshal von Mackejisen's 
left flank and might easily force his 
retirement from the present front 
south of the Constanza Tchernavoda 
railway. 
He already is being sub- 


jected to heavy pressure- along this 
/ line by the Russians and Rumani- 


ans, presumably in connection with 
the flaking operations. 
The latest statement from Sofia 


says the impoitance of the Ruman4- 
an invasion, mentioning the invad- 
ing force as consisting of "several 
battalions" conveyed across the riv- 
er in boats between Rustchuk and 
Turtukai. 
"Measures have been taken to ar- 


tack this force," the official bulletin 
declares.

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Washington, Oct. 3.— Marked in- 


crease in the cost of living is shown 
in the rising tendency of prices of 
foodstuffs 
on Oct. 1, reports of 


which are just being received at the 
department of agriculture from the 
principal markets of the country. 


With flour selling at prices higher 


than at any time since the Civil war 
due principally to the shortage of the 
wheat crop this year, the cost of po- 
tatoes has mounted for the same rea- 
son.Meat prices continue to advance 
with prices being paid producers of 
meat animals showing 
almost 
24 


cent over what was paid a year ago. 
Butter, eggs and cheese all arc sell- 
ing at higher prices for this time of 
the year than they were last year, 
and beans show an increase of more 
than 70 per cent over a year ago. 
because of the short crop. 
Onions 


are more than XQ per cent higher 
and cabbage more than 40 per cent 
higher. 
Batter was selling about 12 per 
cent higher tban a year ago: eggs 
were five cents a dozen higher; po- 
tatoes were selling 116 per 
cent 


higher than a 
year ago; cheese 


showed an increase in price of more 
than 32 per rent over a year ago; 
hogs were selling 25 per cent higher 
tban a year ago; beef cattle more 
than seven per oenl 
higher;

""Without any supporting proof oi 


the fact, I am inclined to believe 
that death was due to asphyxiation, 
but there is sufficient doubt to war- 
rant the deepest investigation, and 
tnat I promise to make," Prosecutor 
Tobin said. 
Preliminary search of thjeitnansion 


for leaking gas oF damps of a fatal 
nature has failed to show any peima- 
nent source of such 
danger. 
The 


small gas stove around which the 
women were seated has been sub- 
3ected to minute search, but no rea- 
sonable explanation of it being the 
cause of the deaths has resulted. 


'Official investigation is 
markng 


time pending a report of the state 
chemist upon the contents of 
the 


stomachs of the three women and a 
piece of pie from which they are be- 
lieved to have eaten. 


Officers from the prosecutor's of- 


fice and the police have canvassed 
the private lives of the three women 
and found no possible motive to sus- 
tain the theory of murder.
